Bulbs  That  Beat  The  Dutch 


At  the  time  of  writing  this  (April  l'5th) 
we  find  that  our  most  beautiful  tulip  is 
already  past  its  prime.  We  always  regret 
that  this  lovely  tulip  blooms  unnoticed 
except  by  a  very  few  of  our  customers 
who  come  out  early  enough  to  see  it. 

Tulipa  Fosteriana,  Madame  Lefeber  (or 
Red  Emperor)  is  one  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  tulips  we  know.  Flaming  orange 
Vermillion,  with  intense  black  center,  in 
combination  with  its  great  size  and  grace¬ 
ful  form  make  it  most  desirable  for  the 
garden,  especially  so  because  it  flowers 
so  early,  earlier  than  several  of  the  early 
single  tulips. 

We  urge  you  to  plan  your  visits  so  that 
you  will  not  miss  this  beauty  next  season. 

At  this  same  time  the  Tulipa  Kauf- 
manniana  already  belongs  to  the  past  for 
another  season;  early  tulips  like  Vermil¬ 
ion  Brillant,  Van  der  Neer,  Thomas 
Moore,  and  others  are  beginning  to  fade, 
while  Men'del  Tulips  are  getting  in  their 
prime.  The  Hyacinths  are  almost  gone, 
the  Crocus  were  blooming  several  weeks 
ago,  a  few  Daffodils  are  still  braving  it 
out. 

'Tulip  season  does  not  last  long,  but 
when  we  take  the  earliest  varieties  which 
bloom  in  early  March  and  the  latest 
which  flower  in  the  middle  of  May  we 
find  that  after  all  it  is  a  longer  stretch 
than  most  people  imagine. 

Try  an  early  visit  next  season  and  come 
often.

With 
the  different  colors,  heights  and  adapt¬ 
ability  of  the  various  varieties  fresh  in 
your  memory  you  can  order  precisely 
what  you  require  and  plan  where  to 
plant  the  different  varieties  for  the  best 
iffect  in  your  garden.  It  always  pays  to

>f  your  visits. 

SELECT  YOUR  CHOICE  IN 
YOUR  OWN  GARDEN 

It  is  often  impossible  for  our  distant 
customers  to  visit  us  an’d  they  may  not 
be  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  dif¬ 
ferent  varieties  to  know  what  to  order. 
To  those  we  would  recommend  to  order  a 
quantity  of  our  Special  Tulip  Mixture. 
This  Mixture  differs  materially  from  the 
mixtures  offered  in  other  catalogs  in  this 
respect:  As  a  rule  mixtures  are  made  up 
of  inferior  varities,  which  can  be  obtain¬ 
ed  cheap  and  are  usually  a  disappoint¬ 
ment.  Our  Special  Tulip  Mixture  con¬ 
tains  practically  all  the  varities  we 
grow,  as  it  is  composed  of  stray  bulbs  of 
our  regular  stock  which  are  grown  on  to 
maturity.  When  next  spring  you  have 
these  bulbs  in  bloom  in  your  garden,  have 
us  identify  those  flowers  which  strike 
your  fancy  an'd  of  which  variety  you  want 
to  order  a  quantity  from  our  regular 
stock  for  the  next  season.  In  this  man¬ 
ner  you  can  pick  out  in  your  own  garden 
what  you  like  best,  besides  having  a  fine 
display  of  beautiful  flowers. 

We  offer  this  Special  Tulip  Mixture  at 
a  very  reasonable  price. 

HOW  PAR  APART  AND 
HOW  DEEP  TO  PLANT 

When  you  pay  a  visit  to  our  Nurseries 
in  the  spring  you  will  see  how  all  our 
bulbs  are  planted  in  beds  about  two 
feet  wide  by  twenty  feet  long.  A  bed 
of  these  dimensions  contains  approxi¬ 
mately  three  hundred  tulips  and  gives  you 
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some  idea  as  to  the  space  a  certain  quan¬ 
tity  will  require.  Naturally  you  may  plant 
your  Tulips  further  apart  and  thus  save 
expenses  while  at  the  same  time  obtain¬ 
ing-  very  desirable  results.  Approximate¬ 
ly  five  inches  apart  and  four  inches  from 
tip  of  bulb  to  surface  of  ground  is  a 
good  average. 

PREPARING 
THE  SOIL. 

Preparing  the  soil  well  has  sufficient 
influence  on  the  growth  of  the  plant  to 
warrant  some  trouble  with  regard  to  it. 
During  the  growing  period  in  our  Nur¬ 
series  the  bulb  stores  up  a  certain  amount 
of  reserve  food,  enough  to  carry  it 
through  the  next  flowering  season.  It 
stands  to  reason  however,  that  additional 
fertility  in  the  soil  will  produce  stronger 
growth  and  more  vitality  in  the  bloom. 
Preferably  in  the  spring  the  soil  should 
be  enriched  with  well  rotted  cow  manure 
which  must  be  spaded  under  thoroughly 
and  well  mixed  with  the  soil.  , 

During  summer  annuals  or  bedding 
plants  can  be  enjoyed  and  removed  when 
planting  time  for  tulips  has  arrived.  We 
can  also  recommend  bone  meal  and  pot¬ 
ash  to  be  applied  sparingly  when  the 
bulbs  are  planted.  In  the  spring,  when 
they  come  out  of  the  ground  a  sprinkling 
of  ammonia  sulphate  can  be  put  on. 

CUTTING 
THE  FLOWERS 

Por  cut  flowers  the  early  tulips  have 
little  value.  Although  we  occasionally  cut 
them,  we  have  to  cut  close  to  the  bulb  in 
order  to  have  a  stem  of  sufficient  length 
and  this  practically  destroys  the  bulb  for 
future  use. 

In  the  case  of  the  long  Darwin  Tulips, 
as  well  as  the  Breeder  and  Cottage  Tu¬ 
lips,  the  temptation  to  cut  the  flowers  is 
very  strong.  We  advise  to  cut  them  with 
as  little  foliage  as  possible  and  do  this 
with  a  very  sharp  knife  so  that  no 
ragged  edges  remain. 

If  the  flowers  are  not  wanted  for  the 
room,  leave  them  on  until  the  petals 
are  ready  to  drop,  then  cut  them  off  with 
no  more  than  half  an  inch  of  stem.  In 
this  way  the  forming  of  seed  pod  is  pre¬ 
vented. 
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WHEN  TO  TAKE 
THEM  UP 

The  bulbs  should  be  taken  up  in  mid¬ 
summer  after  the  foliage  has  died  down 
and  be  kept  in  a  moderately  warm  and 
above  all,  dry  place,  until  October.  The 
old  skin  is  then  removed  and  the  bulbs 
planted  as  usual. 

FORCING  IN 
THE  HOUSE 

Early  single  and  double  Tulips  are  most 
desirable  for  forcing  in  the  house  or 
greenhouse  and  the  process  is  not  such 
a  hard  one  as  is  often  imagined.  Prepare 
some  good  garden  soil  and  plant  the  bulbs 
in  pots  early  in  October.  The  soil  must 
be  well  drained  ^nd  for  that  purpose  a 
piece  of  broken  pot  is  placed  over  the 
opening  at  the  bottom  of  the  pot.  Fill  the 
pot  with  soil  almost  to  the  top  and  make 
a  sligh  depression  in  which  to  place  the 
bulbs,  so  that  the  tips  of  the  bulbs  reach 
about  one-half  inch  below  the  rim  of  the 
pot.  Then  fill  in  with  more  soil  and  press 
down  rather  firmly.  Place  pot  in  a  cool 
place  in  your  yard  and  cover  with  about 
6  inches  of  soil.  Water  thoroughly.  Once 
is  enough  at  that  time  of  the  year.  After 
eight  or  ten  weeks  the  pots  can  be  dug 
up  and  put  in  the  house  where  light, 
warmth  and  moisture  will  do  the  rest. 
Keep  the  pots  moist  at  all  times  but  do 
not  over-water.  Five  bulbs  will  fit  nicely 
in  a  5-inch  pot  and  make  a  good  show¬ 
ing.  Larger  pans  require  more  bulbs.  Al¬ 
ways  only  one.  variety  should  be  put  in 
one  pot  as  the  different  varieties  will 
vary  greatly  in  the  time  of  blooming. 

As  nut  all  varieties  lend  themselves  to 
forcing,  you  should  ask  us  for  advice  be¬ 
fore  ordering. 

WINDOW 

BOXES 

Some  varieties  of  Tulips  are  splendid 
for  filling  your  window  box.  Ask  us 
about  this.  Crocus  also  do  very  well  and 
the  smaller  size  Hyacinths.

PAYMENT,  PACKING,  DATE  OF 
SHIP3IENT,  ETC. 

PAYMENT 

We  have  been  following  a  policy  di¬ 
gressing  from  the  beaten  path  in  regard 
to  payment  of  our  bulbs.  Our  bulbs  are 
shipped  to  you  on  credit,  without  any  red 
tape  and  even  without  reference  on  your 
part.  The  confidence  we  have,  both  in 
our  bulbs  and  in  flower  lovers,  made  us 
adopt  this  policy  and  we  have  so  far 
found  no  cause  to  abandon  it.  You  trust 
us  with  your  order  and  we  trust  you  for 
payment.  However,  in  the  case  of  orders 
of  $1.00  or  less,  cash  must  be  included 
with  the  order,  while  also  an  additional 
charge  of  10  cents  will  be  made  for  post¬ 
age  on  all  accounts  of  $3.00  and  less.  This 
facilitates  bookkeeping,  etc.  Our  well- 
established  reputation  guarantees  to  you 
first  class  quality  and  prompt  service. 

DO  NOT  DELAY  PAYMENT 

While  we  DO  ship  the  bulk  of  our  or¬ 
ders  on  credit,  we  expect  payment  to  be 
made  promptly  on  receipt  of  the  bulbs. 
Unpack  them  right  away;  then  if  you 
find  them  satisfactory,  slip  your  check 
for  the  amount  due  in  an  envelope  and 
mail  it  without  delay.  If  you  find  any 
fault  with  the  bulbs  you  may  return  them 
immediately  at  our  expense. 

NO  CHARGE  FOR  PACKING 
PREPAID  WITHIN  THE  SEC¬ 
OND  POSTAL.  ZONE 

All  orders  will  be  shipped  free  of  pack¬ 
ing  charges  and  prepaid  within  the  sec¬ 
ond  postal  zone;  except  orders  for  the 
amount  of  $3.00  and  less,  in  which  case 
the  small  amount  of  10  cents  will  be  ad¬ 
ded  to  cover  postage  and  packing.  Pa¬ 
trons  outside  the  second  postal  zone  will 
be  charged  the  difference  in  postage. 

The  bulk  of  our  orders  are  shipped  dur¬ 
ing-  October.  If  by  the  end  of  that  month 
your  order  has  not  been  delivered,  please 
notify  us  at  once  as  there  might  be  an 
oversight.

DARWIN  TULIPS 

Along  with  the  other  late  flowering  Tulips 
the  Darwins  have  made  themselves  indispens¬ 
able  in  our  gardens.  Their  beautifully  colored 
blossoms  on  long,  graceful  stems  never  fail  to 
attract  the  eye  and  their  easy  culture  helps  to 
give  full  satisfaction  to  the  purchaser.  Dar¬ 
win  Tulips  may  be  cut  with  fairly  long  stems, 
although  this  is  always  more  or  less  detrimen¬ 
tal  to  the  bulbs.  If  the  bulbs  are  desired  to  be 
kept,  the  flowers  should  be  cut  with  no  more 
than  half  an  inch  of  stem  at  the  time  they  be¬ 
gin  to  fade  or  'drop  their  petals.  Darwins  do 
wonderfully  well  among  shrubbery  when  plant¬ 
ed  in  groups  containing  one  variety.  They  usu¬ 
ally  bloom  about  the  last  part  of  April  and  the 
first  part  of  May.  They  may  be  left  in  the 
ground  for  a  few  years  but  the  flowers  often 
become  smaller,  although  there  will  be  more  of 
them.

A  very  simple  method  of  having  Crocus 
bloom  for  you  in  the  house  is  to  take  a  platter 
or  saucer  and  place  in  it  as  many  bulbs  as  it 
will  hol'd.  Then  fill  with  water  up  to  halfway 
of  the  bulbs  and  place  in  a  cool  dark  room. 
Keep  the  water  at  the  same  level  and  see  to  it 
that  it  does  not  become  foul.  Four  weeks  is 
sufficient  to  make  the  bulbs  gain  enough  to 
be  brought  to  light.  However,  it  is  important 
that  the  room  in  which  they  are  brought  is 
cool,  until  the  coloring  of  the  flowers  can  be 
seen.  We  have  no  doubt  but  you  will  enjoy 
this  somewhat  novel  way  of  having  Crocus

HYACINTHS 

For  fragrance  and  soft  blending  colors  it  is 
hard  to  beat  the  Hyacinths.  They  come  next  in 
order  after  the  early  Daffodils  and  bloom  at 
about  the  same  time  as  the  earliest  Tulips.  To 
propagate  Hyacinths  is  quite  an  undertaking 
and  special  methods  have  to  be  followed  to  ob¬ 
tain  good  results.  The  bulbs  will  throw  blos¬ 
soms  for  a  few  years  and  can  be  left  in  their 
place  until  the  flowers  become  so  insignificant 
that  it  does  not  pay  to  retain  the  bulbs  any 
longer.  If  good  rich  soil  is  used  for  Hyacinths 
they  will  continue  to  give  fairly  good  spikes 
for  several  years. 

To  force  Hyacinths  in  the  room  is  a  rare 
enjoyment.  While  not  always  the  very  best 
results  are  obtained  by  forcing  them  on  water, 
yet  this  method  is  the  one  which  is  the  most 
pleasant  as  no  dirt  has  to  be  handled.  Great 
care  should  be  taken  that  the  water  in  the 
glass  does  not  reach  the  bottom  of  the  bulb. 
A  space  to  the  thickness  of  a  silver  'dollar 
should  be  left  between  the  water  and  the  base 
of  the  bulb  and  should  never  be  allowed  to  get 
any  higher.  The  water  must  be  kept  at  the 
same  level  or  a  little  lower  after  the  roots  are 
formed.  Put  the  bulb  and  glass  in  a  dark,  cool 
pl  ace.  It  can  be  made  dark  by  placing  a  heavy 
paper  bag  over  the  glass,  leaving  an  air  space 
at  the  bottom.  Examine  the  bulb  occasionally. 
After  the  bud  has  formed  and  has  grown  en¬ 
tirely  out  of  the  bulb  so  that  it  can  be  felt 
through  the  leaves  the  glass  can  be  taken  to  a 
warm  and  light  room.  All  this  will  take  sever¬ 
al  weeks,  during  which  time  the  roots  also 
have  grown  to  reach  the  bottom  of  the  glass. 
Taken  into  the  warm  room  before  the  roots  are 
well  developed  or  before  the  bud  is  far  enough 
advanced  very  often  leads  to  failure.  For  the 
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HYACINTHS — Cont’d. 

purpose  of  forcing,  Hyacinths  of  the  largest 
grade  should  be  selected. 

For  outside,  bulbs  of  the  bedding  size  will 
give  ample  satisfaction.  They  like  a  Well  pre¬ 
pared  soil  dug  up  deeply  and  provided  with  well 
rotted  manure.  It  is  advisable  to  plant  the 
colors  separately,  as  a  bed  of  mi'xed  bulbs 
seldom  satisfies.  Plant  4  or  5  inches  deep  and 
about  6  inches  apart.
